Students’ Difficulties :— 


1-There is an attempt today to bring together all the existing students’ organisations 
ina National Convention, to revise the basis of the student movement and to evolve a 
united national organisation of students. What, in your opinion, should this students’ 
organisation undertake in the new circum stances in the country ? 


A-There is no doubt that there should be one national organisation including the Hindus 
the Muslims and the others. Students are the makers of the ‘future, They cannot be rparti- 
tioned. Iam sorry to observe that neither the students have thought for themselves nor have 
the leaders left them to their studies so that they can become good citizens. The rot began 
with the alien Government. We, the inheritors, have not taken the trouble to rectify the 
errors of the past. Then the different political groups have sought to catch the students a 
if they were shoals of fish, And stupidly the students have run into the net spread for them. 


It is therefore a herculean task for any students’ organisation to undertake. Bu 
there must be a heroic spirit among them who would not shrink from the task. The scope 
will be to knit them together into one. This they cannot do unless they will learn to steer clea 
of active politics. A student's duty is to study the various problems that requite solution. His 


time for action comes after he finishes his studies.

History of the iden. 


Ever since the British Government announced their intention of quitting the Country, 
and the Interim Government came to power, the politics of our country have been ina flux. 
Everybody;has been feeling the need for readjustment. The workers of the A.I. Students 
Congress too were feeling that in the changed national context, a thorough re-orientation of 
the Student Movement was an immediate necessity, The Working Committee ofthe A. I, 
Students Congress which met at Udaipur in June 1947 adopted a resolution calling for a “swift 
and deliberate change-over from the agitational and demonstrative side of our Anti-Imperialist 
Activities to the constructive tasks of nation-building’, The Committee therefore appealed to 
the students of India to forget the bickerings of the past and to assemble together in a National 
Convention to discuss and decide upon the reorientation of the movement. This appeal was 
cordially received by the provincial organisations representing groups which were not in the 
A. I. Students Congress. At that time, the All India Students Federation (Communist) also 
welcomed this scheme, but recently, for the reasons best known to them only, as usual with 
the Communist controlled organisations these days, they have opposed the N. U.S. Either 
they should control it or they are out of it seems to be their general attitude. The resolution of 
the Working Committee was thcn ratified at the Annual Session of the A.J. Students’ Congress 
which was held at Bangalore in 1948, The Annual Session then appointed a National Prepare 
atory Committee to contact other sections of the Student Community and to work out a common 
and accepted “plan for the holding of the National Convention. It was also suggested 
that the National Preparatory Committee would draft a Constitution forthe new 
National Union that would emerge from the Convention. Dr. Zakir Hussain, Vice 
Chancellor of the Aligarh University was kind enough to agree to be the Chairman of the 
Committee and Shri Ravindra Varma and Sugata Das Gupta were elected Conveners of the 
N.P.C. The N.P.C. includes Students from almost all the organized sections of Students. 
Acharya Narendra Deo and Shri Saumendranath Tagore are among the members of the 
Preparatory Committec. An Advisory Board consisting of eminent men like Dr. Rajendraprasad, - 
Dr. Radhakrishnan, Shri: Jayaprakashnarayan, Prof. P.A. Wadia, Shri Shankerrao Deo: 
Shri S.K. Patil and others has been set upto advise the N.P.C. Apart from these the 
N. P. C, has also been able to secure the support of Acharya Kripalani, Dr Lohia and so many 
other prominent leaders and educationists. This N. P.C. recently Trepared a Draft 
Constitution and also decided upon the procedure to Le adopted for holding the National, 
Convention, which ore given else where in this book-—let. 


In brief the Constitution of the N.U S. is:— ’

The National Union will be a Fedcration of the College Unions in our Country. : |p 

will be an autonomous organisation pursuing its obiects in entire independence of all Gorsnd 
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mental influence and Political, Sqcial - and Religious Greups or propaganda. It shall not 
concern itself with any matter which does not concern Students as uch, 


’ The N. U, 5, will therefore be a non-political organization of students seeking to 
re-unite the entire Student Community on the basis of all matters of common interest, and 
ruthlessly eschewing all sectional interests which have been responsible for the discord and_ 
disunity in the past, 


Ample and unequivocal provisions have been laid down in the Constitution to ensure 
that the N. U.S. is not “captured” and made use of as a vehicle of the pelitical propaganda of 
any Party. On matters of policy and in the event of a controversy, no resolution will be valid 

‘unless it secures the support of 75% of the College Unions in the Country. 


What will the N. U. Ss. Do ?

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BANGALORE RESOLUTION ON THE N. U. S. 


This cleventh session of the A.I.S.C, has given its careful consideration to the new 
situation that has arisen in the country after the 15th of August 1947. The conference is emph- 
atically of the opinien that the political and constitutional changes that have followed the 
transfer of power have created a new national ‘situation where old problems are fading into 
the background, yielding place to new and stupendous problems. The'ending of the era of 
direct foreign domination and the new inter-national status acquired by our nation have 
transferred the responsibility for progress to our shoulders and made it possible for us to 


fashion out the:future of our nation. We believe therefore that the time hascome for the 


student community of India to make a re-consideration of the fundamentals of our movemen] 
to enable us to effect a swift and deliberate change-over from the agitational and demonstrative 
$i de of our anti-imperialist activities to the constructive tasks of nation~Luilding Ly wookirg to 
strengthen the bonds of national unity, combating the reacticnery forces of cenmcnalism 
aggressive previncialism, capitalism and fevdalirm, which are threatening to thwart and eclipse 
the lofty ideals thet have inspired our movement for national liberaticn, by working for a 
agund, democratic and dynamic system ef National Education, by combating social 
°F thodoxy and ignorance, illiteracy and all kinds ot subtle exploitaion that thrive on the present 
diseased state of society and above all by working for economic equelity ard political 
democracy. We further believe that this changeover frem the agitetional and demonstrative 
movement of the past to a resurgent movement for all.reund national and socio-economic 
reconstruction is so radical that it makes it necessary for usto plan the basis and functioning 
of our movement de novo. 


Though the political and national! exigencies in the past and the primary duty of every 
on of the soil to take his legitimate share in the struggle for nationel liberation had necessarily 
made our movement essetially political, we always realised that the student movement of cur 
country has to be the authentic expression of the urges and aspirations of the entire studery, 
community, dealing with our interest, safegaurding our common rights and enabling the student 
community as a whole to make its contribution to fational and social advancement. The new 
national situation has only strengthened us in our belief that it is necessary for us to confin® 
ourselves to matters of common concern, eliminating all matters that bear the seeds of discor 
and disagreement. 


Whereas we believe that our movement has now become the national movement 
of the free students of a free country, whereas the loyalty to our new born state and the desire 
to fulfil our freedom through democracy and socialism and the urge to share the responsibilitie, 
of building up a powerful and democratic nation are common to all sections of the studen 
community, whereas we believe that the common student movement ‘should confine its. 


‘o the matters of common concern, eschew area hl Aectienah ike sts ASOD ALUE MOMS OS 
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disruption, whereas we believe that such an organisation should be able to enthuse and represen 

every student in the country irrespective of political, social or religious beliefs and whereas 
we believe that such an organisation cannot exist or function effectively without the active 
co-operation of every student of our country, we have come to thé conclusion that the 
re-organisation of our movement must be such that every student in every college and high- 
‘school ( the last three classes ) in India is considered, ipso-facto, a member of the organis- 
ation and that students in colleges and high schools should be organised through institutional 
unions which are affiliated to district and provincial unions which in turn are affiliated to the 


National Union, 


This conference further w its tomake it clear that the Student Unions of colleges 
dand high schools contemplated in this resolution are far different from the college and 
university unions that exist today. In many schools and colleges these unions do not exis,. 


at all and even where they exist, in many places, they have been formed with undemocratic 
constitutions ‘and authoritiarian ‘influence, and they have been degenerated into attenuated 


debating societies. This state of affairs must cease and these college unions must be 
refashioned onthe anvils of democracy, and student unionsina free India should become 


the focal point of the life of colleges and high schools, dealing with all matters of common 
concern to the student community resisting any bureaucratic attempts to suppress their rights’ 
and liberties, agitating for a thorough overhauling of the educational system, organising the 
entire corporate life of the students of the institutions supplementing their education, developing 
a sense of discipline, character and efficiency, and training them for enlightened citizen-ship 
in a secular, democratic and socialist State. For this purpose it is imperative that such student 
unions should be established in all colleges and high schools in our country, ‘and that stans 
dardized democratic constitution providing ample scope for such activities unfettered by all 
authoritarian methods from the Government as well as the authorities of the educational insti- 
tutions should be formulated and accepted as the basis of all the student unions in the colleges. 
and high schools in our country. The delegates elected to represent the unions on the basis 
of:one for 500 students shoud meet together in a National Convention to draft. the: manifesto and 


the constitution of the Natienal Union. 


We are fully conscious of the fact that such a radical scheme will depend for its suc | 
cess on the cooperation we can secure from all sections of the student community, irrespective _ 
of their political or organizational affiliations from the teaching staff and the officials of colle- 
ges, high schools and universities, from the educationists of our country, from the education 
ministries of our central and provincial Governments and the leaders of our nation. We 
therefore appeal to all of them to co-operate with us in this great task of revitalizing the student 
movement in our country and enabling the student community to make its full contribution to 
the all-round regeneration ef our nation. In paticular, we appeal to the student community 
irrespective of political and organizational affiliations to carry on a wholehsarted movement of 


ths establishment of such unions and for the democratisation of the unions where they already 
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exist. We appeal to the enlightened educationists of four country to appreciate the place of 
such a movementin the reorientation of our educational system, and to use their good offices 
with the educational and Govemmental authorities for helping in the early establishment of 
these democratic student unions. To the political parties and organisations in our country» 
we make this special appeal to help us to preserve and reorganize the’student movement of 
our country, by restricting our organization to matters of common-interest and concern and 
by scrupulously eschewing all matters of discord and disruption. We futther authorise the 
working committee of the A. 1.S.C. to constitute a reorganization committee which withl 
the cooperation of eminent educationists and others concerned will work out a model 
democratic constitution for the National, Unjon and work through-all possible ways for the 
implementation of the scheme of re-organisation. 


While we are aware of the fact that such a radical scheme involving the consent and 
cooperation of all would take time to be implemented, we are anxious that the new programme 
should not be held up or soft-pedalled due to this unavoidable delay. We believe that the 
tremendous energy and enthusiasm of the student community should be immediately harnessed 
o the tasks of constructive nation building and specially to the tasks of evolving a better and 
re-organised educational system. We also realise that a special duty has been cast on the 
A. 1, S.C. by virtue of the fact that it has always represented the overwhelming majority 
of the students of this country and enabled the student community to make a glorious, 
effective and heroic contribution to the nation’s fight for freedom. We therefore, resolve that 
he A. I. S.C. should forth with adopt the principles and programmes that have been mentioned 
above, and make the necessary amendements in its constitution. We direct all our provincial 
units to hold provincial conferences within two months from today, at which the fundamentals 
of this scheme of re-organisation should be explained and reiterated. The All India Student's 
Congress, shall, thereafter, consider all students in colleges and high schools ipso facto 
members of the organization, and shal! further adopt and implement the programmes listed 
above. On the establishment of the student unions in the colleges and high schools and 
the meeting of the National Convention, the units of the A I.S C. inthe colleges and 
educational institutions, the districts, the provinces and the Centre shall merge in the Nationa[ 
Union that is evolved by the Convention. In conclusion, we reiterate our appealto the student 
community to realise the urgent necessity to reorganise the student movement, and to enable 
the students to playa roleinthe regeneration of our nation as glorious and effective as our 
heroic contribution to the nation’s struggle for freedom.

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PROCEDURE FOR THE NATIONAL CONVENTION 


The National Prepartory Committee of the National Union of students decided 
upon the following procedure to be adopted in convening the National Convention at its Simla 


session held on the 18th of June, 1949, 


(1) Students unions in al] educational institutions in the Indian Union which have 
on their rolls a minimum of 50 students who are undergoing courses of study in Arts, Science, 
Medicine, Engineering, Commerce or technical faculties, recognized by the Government or a 
University as higher than the matriculation standard, are eligible for association with the NUS. 
Such unions shall pass a resolution supporting the scheme and -proposing to join the 
National Convention. 


(2) The above unions shall send delegates to the Convention on the basis of 
one for every 300 members, previded that every union shall have at least one, and in any 
case not more than 15 delegates 


(3) In determining the value of fractions, 1/2 or more than half shall be treated as 
one, and any fraction less than 1/2 shall be treated as Zero. 


(4) Delegates to the Convention shall be elected from among the students of the’ 
college either directly by the members of every college union or indirectly by the executive 
committee or office bearers of the college union. 


(5) Every college union joining the convention shall send, in advance, the list of 
names of its delegates, also stating the number of its members, countersigned by the head of 
the institutoin, to the N. P. C. at its Bombay or Delhi office. 


(6) Every delegate to the Convention shall carry a letter of authorisation from the _ 
head of his/her institution tothe N P.C. that he/she is duly elected from his/her constituent 
organisation, 


(7) The delegates from every college shall have to pay on affiliation fee of Rs. 5/-" 
per union on behalf of their union to the N P.C. 


Note:— It is intended to callthe Convention in Delhi, Nagpur or Bombay sometime in 
December The exact place, date and time will be announced in the Press as soon

(Passed by the National Preparatory Committee at its Simla session held on the 
18th and 19th July 1949, and to be placed before the National Convention which is to be 
called for the formation of the National Union of Students.) 


Article I :— 


Name: The Name of the Association shall be the “National Union of Students of 
India”, to be briefly designated NUS, and hereinafter referred to as the National Union. 


Article II :- 


Objects: The National Union shall be a federal association of the student unions 
of the Universities and Colleges in the Indian Union and such other student organizations 
as may, from time to time, be declared eligible for association with the National Union; 
The National Union shall be an autonomous organisation whose objects shall be pursued 
in entire independence of all Governmental influence and political, social and religious 
groups or propaganda and shall not permit any action which does not concern students 
as such. 


The objects: of the National Union, subject to the abové proviso, shall be: 


(1) to represent the students of the Indian Union nationally and internationally, and to 
promote and maintain cultural and intellectual co-operation among the students of 
the various provinces and with the students of other countries ; 


(2) to work for the betterment of the material and cultural life of the student community; 


(3) to study the educational problems before the country, and suggest ways and 
means for educational expansion and reform and to safeguard the legitimate interests 
of the student community ; 


(4) to make every student mentally and physically equipped to take his proper place 
in the national services und professions ; 


(5) to make every student an enlightened citizen by arousing hig political, social, eco- 
nomic and civic consciousness, by combating all forms of sectarianism and social 
orthodoxy ; and 


(6) to enable the student community to take its due share in the defence of national

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Article IIE :- 


Functions: The National Union shall carry on all such activities as are 
incidental or conducive to the attainment of the above objects including: 


(1) The organization of health-building activities, such as games, sports, and tournaments ; 


(2) the fostering of a movement for self-improvement among students by developing 
character, discipline, sense of responsibility, honesty, integrity and efficiency ; 


(3) the development of fellow-fesling and community life among students by organizing 
picnics, excursions and tours, and by providing amenities for social intercourse; 


(4) the organization of debating societies, study circles, and citizenship institutes; 


(5) the establishment of libraries, reading rooms, and the publication of journals and 
other useful literature ; 


(6) the establishment of student-houscs, co-operative messes, co-operative stores and 
clinics for students ; 


(7) the provision of scholarships, loans and part-time jobs for needy students; 


(8) the provision of information and assistance to students for studies or future careers 
through information and employment bureau ; 


(9) the encouragement of the dispassionate study of the various problems facing the 
country and the organization of research; 


(10) the encouragement of inter-provincial and inter- national exchange of students and 
the making of the available conditions of students-travel and exchange better and 
more beneficial ; 


(11) the participation in social service scheme by organizing relief squads and ambulance 
work, working for the removal of untouchability, castes, dowry, illiteracy, corruption 
and other social evils; 


(12) the encouragement of students in taking their due share in the creative activities 
and cultural life of the nation by starting amateur dramatic groups, and art societies. 


Article [IV :- 


Membership : Full membership shall be open to the representative student unions 


in any University or College in the Indian Union, provided that: 
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- 6), the educational institution referred to above has on its rolls a minimum of 50 
students, who are undergoing courses of study in Arts, Science, Medicine, Engineering: 
Commerce or Technical Faculties, recognized by the Government or a University or 
the Judicial Committee of the National Union, as higher than the Matriculation 
Standard ; 


(ii) the student union applying for membership fulfils the minimum conditions laid down in 
Schedule (A) with regard to its constitution and functioning ; 


(iii) it submits a statement of the number of members on its rolls ( class-wise ) on or 
before a day fixed for that purpose by the Judicial Committee every academic year ; 


(iv) it fulfils the financial obligations laid down in Schedule (B) and accepts the objects 
of the National Union and agrees to abide by the rules and regulations of the National 
Union as laid down in this Constitution and standing orders and other resolutions 
adopted by the competent bodies of the National Union from time to time. 


The application for affiliation shall be addressed to the General Secretary who 
shall place it before the Judicial Committee, which Committee after scrutiny and exami- 
nation, shall make the recommendation that it deems fit to the General Council. Any 
Student Union admitted to full membership shall be called a ‘Constituent Organisation” 
of the National Union. _ 


-B. Provisional Membership. 


In the absence within any University or College as defined in Article IV (A) hereof, 
of a representative Student Union fulfilling the conditions laid down in Schedule A, it 
shall be open to the Judicial Committee to grant provisional membership to any voluntary 
organisation in such an educational institution that fulfils the conditions laid down in 
Article IV; (iii) and (iv), and is certified by the head of the institution concerned, 


Provided that the organisation thus granted Provisional Membership undertakes 
to work for the early formation of an association that fulfils the conditions for full 


membership. 
C. Individual Membership. 


Any person who has been on the rolls of an educational institution as defined 
in Article IV not earlier than 2 years before the date of application, and/or is preparing 
. for an Examination recognised as higher than the Matriculation standard who agrees 
with the objects of the National Union may enrol himself as a Member of the Student 


Union of the institution in which he studied last. 
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D. Honorary Membership 


The Congress or Council of the National Union may by a resolution confer 
Honorary life membership of the General Council on any person who, in their opinion, 
has rendered meritorious service to the student cause. 


The year of membership shall be reckoned from the Ist of January to the 31st 
of December. 


Article V. 


Organizations in Association. Student organizations not eligible to become constituent 
Organtizaions may apply to become organizations in association in the same Manner as 
applicants for full membership. The privil d duties of the organizations in Association 
shall, aubject 88 hereinafter rausiaitt fe wie sine ay as ‘those of constituent organizations, 
except | “that organizations in _Association shall not be ‘entitled to “nominate delegates to the 
Council but may send fraternal de delegates or observers to the Council or ‘the Congress, ‘who 
may, 7 at “the discretion of the Chairman, be given the right to take part in discussion, but 
shall have no voting rights. ewe ee 


Article VI, 
Mandated delegates, The Constitnent Unions aball send mandated delegates to the 


Congress on the basis of one for every 300 members, provided that every Constituent Union 
shall have at least one, and in any case not more than 15 delegates. 


Article VII. 


Provincial Unions. (i) The mandated delegates from any one Province shall 
constitute the Provincial Council of the National Union in that Province. Each Provincial 
Council shall elect a Provincial Executive and a General Secretary. The General Secretary 


and the Provincial Executive shall be responsible to the Provincial Council and shall be _ 


elected by single transferable vote. 


(ii) The Provincial Executive and General Secretary shall function under the standing 
orders laid down by the Provincial Council. 


(iii) The Provinces shall mean the Provinces listed in Schedule C with their headquarters 
as mentioned therein. 


Article VIII. 


General Council, (i) ‘Ihe General Council shall be the representative and deliberative 


body of the Nations hd HiP ectei Be WaBaI0 497 tia RDP Ey ooh MAUO IB ORD SOG AOR eres 
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(ii) The Provincial Councils shall meet at least six weeks before the Congress, and elect 
from among themselves or the other members of the Constituent Unions in their Province 
representatives to the General Council of the National Union on the basis of one for 
every 30 members of the Provincial Council provided that every Provincial Union 
shall have at least one representative on the General Council. The election shall be 
by single transferable vote, and the names of the members of the General Council 
shall be submitted to the Judicial Committee and the Secretariat of the National 
Union at least 4 weeks before the date fixed for the Annual Congress. 


(iii) The General Council shall meet at least twice in the year, unless convened by the 
President of the National Union, or by the Secretary on a requisition signed by 1/3 
of the members of the Council. 


Article [X. 


The Annual Congress and Fair (i) The Annual Plenary Session of the National 
Union shall be called the Congress. It shall be the ultimate mandatory and plenary 
body of the National Union, to lay down the policies and programmes of the National 
Union and shall be held generally in December at such time and place as decided upon by 
the Council in a meeting held at least two months earlier. 


(ii) The Annual Fair—An annual fair of cultural shows, variety programmes, tournaments, 
contests, elocution competitions, exhibition, shall be held at the time and venue of 
the Congress. 


Article X. 


The Fair and Congress Committee (i) The Fair and Congress Committee shall 
be constituted at the session of the General Council that decides upon the venue and date 
of the Congress, and shall consist of 5 representatives each of the Central Executive of - 


' the National Union, and Provincial Executive of the Province in which the Plenary Session 


is being held, and one nominee of the Finance Committee of the National Union. 


(ii) The Fair and Congress Committee shall elect its own Chairman, Secretary and 
Treasurer. and shall itself act, or appoint a Committee to act as the Reception 
Committee for the plenary Congress. 


(iii) The Committee shall be responsible for all financial and other arrangements for the 
holding of the Congress and Fair unless otherwise provided for by the preceding 
session of the Council, and shall carry out its work in consultation with the Sub- 
Committees of the National Union. 


(iv) The Committee shall publish the audited accounts of its income and expenditure 
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Article XI 


The Judicial Committee. The Judicial Committee of the National Union shall consist 
of the President and General Secretary of the National Union, and 15 members, of whom 
at least 5 shall be members of the coustituent units. Honorary members of the National 
Union shall also be eligible for election to the Judicial Committee. The Judicial Committee 
shall be elected every year by the session of the General Council that decides upon the 
venue and date of the Annual Congress through the system of single transferable voting. 


The Committee shall elect its own Chairman and Secretary, and shall; 


(i) conduct the elections of the National Union through direct or delegated authority, 
and be the final court of appeal ia election disputes; 


(ii) be the final authority to interpret the clauses and provisions of this Constitution ; 


(iii) advise the National Union on all matters réferred to it by the Central Executive or 
the General Council or Provincial Units; 


(iv) recommend modifications to the constitutions of constituent units and ; 


(v) take over thé assets and liabilities of tbe Constitution in the event of the breakdown 
of the Constitution. 


Article XT I. 


The Finance Committee. The Finance Committee of the National Union shall consist 
of the President and General Secretary of the National Union, and 15 members, of whom 
at least 5 shall be the members of the constituent units. Honorary members shall also be 
eligible for election to the Finance Committee. The Committee shall be elected every year at 
the Session of the General Council that decides upon the venue and date of the Annual 
Congress, by single transferable vote. The Committee shall elect its own Secretary, who: 
under its supervision, shall : 


(i) be responsible for the collection and maintenance of the funds of the National Union; 


(ii) appoint the auditors of the National Union, and manage all financial transactions of 
the National Union; 


(iii) keep accounts of the assets and liabilities, and income and expenditure of the 
National Union; and 


(iv) submit the annual statement of accounts for scrutiny at the session of the Council 
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“Article XIII 


Departments, Departmental Committees, and Sub-Committees. (i) The National 
Union shall have separate departments for such special fields of activity as games and 
sports, health, theatre and musie, literary and cultural activities, debates and study circles, 
tours and picnics. 


The work of each Department shall be managed by a Departmental Committee, 
appointed for the purpose by the Central Executive. Each Departmental Committee shall ° 
elect its own Secretary. 


(ii) The Council and/or the Central Executive may appoint Sub-Committees of the same 
"as they may decide from time to time. and the membership, terms of reference and 
appointment of such Committees, shall be decided by the Council and/or the Executive 
in their discretion, subject always to any regulations or standing orders governing 

the appointment of such Committees. 


Article XIV. 


T. he. Officers and Central Executive. (i) The officers of the National Union shall 
include the President, two Vice-Presidents, and one General Secretary. 


(ii) The Central Executive of the National Union shall consist of the President, 2 Vice- 
Presidents, the General Secretary, and 15 members elected by the General Council by 
single transferable vote. The Executive shall have the right to co-opt from among 
the members of the General Council a number of members not exceeding 1/3 the 
total membership of the Executive. 


(iii) The Executive shall be responsible for the management of the affairs of the National 
Union except when the Council is in session, and shall be the co-ordinating and 
governing body of the National Union, responsible for implementing the decisions 

of the Council and the Congress. 


(iv) The Executive shall meet at least four times an year or as often as is summoned 
by the President, and by the General Secretary when a requisition sigued by 1/3 of the 
members of the Executive is submitted to him. 


(v) The Executive shall prepare the agenda for the meetings of the Council. 
Article XV. 


. The President. The President of the National Union shall be elected by the 
General Cougetl Eiud HYP ede 282M" e181 AiRipasiting sMobkeddesved1-beld during 
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the Annual Congress. The election shall be ‘by the elemination system providing for 
absolute majority. 


The President shall be responsible for summoning the meetings of the Executive, 
and the Council; and shall preside over the meetings of the Executive, the Council and 
the Congress. The President shall be an ex-officio member of all the Committees set up 
by the Executive or the Council of the National Union. No member of the National 
Union shall be eligible for re-clection as President. 


Article XVI. 


Vice Presidents. (i) There shall be two Vice-Presidents of the National Union 
who shall be elected by the General Council from among its own members at the sitting 
of the Council held during the Annual Congress. The election shall be by the elimination 
system providing for absolute majority. 


(ii) The Vice-Presidents shall assist the President in the performance of his duties. 


(iii) In the event of the President being temporarily incapacitated, the Central Executive 


shall nominate one of the Vice~Presidents as the Senior Vice-President who shall 
perform the functions of the President. 


Article XVII. 


The General Secretary. The Gencral Secretary of the National Union shall be 
elected by the General Council from among its own members at the sitting of the Council 
held during the Annual Session. The election shall be by the climination system provi- 
ding for absolute majority. 


The General Secretary shall be responsible for the functioning of the office, the 
maintenance of proper records, and for the day to day implementation of the decisions 
of the Executive, and the Council, and shall co-ordinate the working of the Departmental 
Committees and the Sub-Committees of the National Union. He shall be an Ex-officio 
member of all the Committees sct up by the Executive or the Council of the National 


Union. No member of the National Union sball be eligible for re-clection as General 
Secretary. 


Article XVIII. 


Permanent Staff. There shall be a permanent staff and Secretariat of the 
National Union, consisting of persons appointed by the Executive. 


Article XIX. 


Resignations and Vacancies. Vacancies caused by Resignation or other reasons 
shall be filledAppraved — on mekeasm2Q0408/1hs GAHDRS 3rBOrhTPR0 OAH 06180 A2I1,-3provided, 
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however, that the Central Executive “may finn up the vacancy temporarily till the next 
session of the Council, 


Article XX. 


No-Conjidence Motions. The Council may remove by a vote of no=confidence 
any Office—bearer elected by it, provided that: 


(i) a notice shall be issued to the office-bearer as well as to the members of the . 
Council, at least one month before the motion is taken up in the Council; 


(ii) a motion of no-Confidence shall not be considered as passed unless 60% or more 
of the members present and voting in the Council vote in favour of it; and 


(iii) that a motion of no-confidence on the ‘President or the“General Secretary shall bear 
the signature of 1/3 of the total number of members of the Council, before it is 
placed on the agenda and circulated to the members of the Council. 


Article XXI. 


Right of Secession. Any constituent union shall have the right to secede from 
the National Union, if 75% of the members present and voting at the meeting of the 
General body of the Constituent Union votes in favour of such secession, provided that 
such secession shall not absolve the constituent union of its financial and other responsi- 
bilities to the National Union till one month after the date on which the decision to 
secede is communicated to the National Union. 


Article XXII 


Referendum. If on any resolution, or question put to the General Council or 
Congress 1/3 of its members present demand a referendum, the resolution shall be 
circulated by the Executive to the Provincial Units and or the constituent units, as 
desired by the members demanding the referendum, and such a resolution circulated on 
a demand for referendum shall not be considered as adopted unless 2/3 of the Provincial 
and/or Constituent units vote in favour of it 


. Article XXIII. 


No office-bearer of the National Union shall, during his tenure of office, hold 
any post of responsibility in any political Party or Association. 


Article XXIV. 


Fractions. In determining the value of fractions, 1/2 or more than half shall 
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Article XXV. _ = ore 

Changes in the Constitution. The Preamble to the constitution and Articles II 
and IIL of the Constitution, may be modified only by the procedure laid down for a 
Referendum in Article XXII herebcfore; 


Other articles may be changed in the Plenary session of the Congress if 2/3 of 
the delegates present vote in favour of the amendment. 


Schedule A. 


The students’ union in a College/University/or any other educational institution 
recognised by the Judicial @ommittee applying for affiliation to the National Union shall 
have to be democratically constituted, and shall satisfy the following two general 
conditions. 


A. All the students of the institution concerned shall be ipso facto members 
of the students’ union. 


B. All the office-bearers of the students’ union shall be elected directly or 
indirectly by the membera of the union from among themselves. 


Note: In the case of a students union (in a College/University/or any other educa- 
tional institution recognised by the Judicial Committee of the National Union) 
which does not regard every student in the institation as an ipso facto member, 
but has voluntarily enrolled membership applying for membership, the appli- 
cation shall be gent to the Judicial Committee for scratiny and disposal. 


Schedule 8B. 


Every Constituent Union that applies for full membership shall pay to the 
National Union an affiliation fee of Rs. 5, and an annual subscription calculated on the 
basis of As. 4 per member of the Constituent Union. 


Note: 50% of the. proceeds realised as above shall be paid to the Provincial Union in 7 
which the Constituent Union is situated, and the other 50% shall be credited 
to the funds of the National Union.
